CALIFORNIA, 1873-4. 



CHAPTER CCLVII (Page 356). 
An Act to make women eligible to educational offices. 

[Approved March 12, 1874.] 

2'he People of the State of California^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

EHgWoL SECTioif 1. Women, over the age of twenty-on€ 

years, who are citizens of the United States and of 
this State, shall be eligible to all educational offices 
within the State, except those from which they are ex- 
cluded by the Constitution. 

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with 
this Act are hereby repealed. This Act shall take 
effect from and after its passage. 



CHAPTER DXVI (Page 751). 
An Act to enforce the educational rights of children. 

[Approved March 28, 1874.] 

?Vie People of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Every parent, guardian, or other per- 
son, in the State of California, having control and 
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charge of any child or children between the ages of children to 

be sent to 

eight and fourteen years, shall be required to send any school, 
such child or children to a public school for a period 
of at least two thirds of the time during which a pub- 
lic school shall be taught in each city, or city and 
county, or school district, in each school year, com- 
mencing on the first day of July, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, at 
least twelve weeks of which shall be consecutive, un- 
less such child or children are excused from such 
attendance by the Board of Education of the city or 
city and county, or of the Trustees of the school dis- 
trict in which such parents, guardians, or other per- 
sons reside, upon its being shown to their satisfaction 
that his or her bodily or mental condition has been 
such as to prevent attendance at school, or application 
to study for the period required, or that the parents or 
guardians are extremely poor, or sick, or that such 
child or children are taught in' a private school, or at 
home, in such branches as are usually taught in the 
primary schools of this State, or have already acquired • 
a good knowledge of such branches; provided^ in case 
a public school shall not be taught for three months 
during the year, within one mile by the nearest trav- 
eled road, of the residence of any person within the 
school, district, he shall not be liable to the provisions 
of this Act. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the President of 
each Board of Education, and of the Clerk of each 
Board of District Trustees in the State of California, 
to cause to be posted three notices of this law in the 
most public places in the city, or city and county, or 
in the school district, or published in one newspaper 
therein for three weeks, in the month of June, in each 
year, the expense of each publication to be paid out of

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the School Fund of such city, or city and county, or 
school district, as the case may require. 

Sec. 3. In case any parent, guardian, or other per- 
son shall fail to comply with the provisions of this Act, 
said parent, guardian, or other person shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a fine 
of not more than twenty dollars; and for the second 
and each subsequent ofiTense the fine shall not be less 
than twenty dollars nor more than fifty dollars; and 
the parent, guardian, or other person so convicted, shall 
pay all costs. Each such fine shall be paid to the 
Clerk of the proper Board of Education, or of the Dis- 
trict Trustees. 

Sec. 4. And it shall be the duty of the Clerk of 
each Board of Education and of each Board of Dis- 
trict Trustees, on complaint of any teacher or tax- 
payer, to prosecute all ofi:enses occurring under the 
provisions of this Act; and any Clerk neglecting to 
prosecute such offense within ten days after a written 
notice has been served on him by any teacher or tax-

An Act providing for the removal of civil officers for a 

violation of official duties. 

[Approved March 30, 1874.] 

The People of the State of California^ represented in 
Senate and Assembly ^ do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Any member of any Board of Direc- 
tors, Board of Commissioners, or other Board of 
officers, State, city, county, or district, or other person 
who has been elected or appointed, or who shall 
hereafter be elected or. appointed to hold, control, 
build, or manage any public building of this State, or 
of any county, city, or city und county, in this State, 
or to hold, control, manage, or disburse any of the 
public funds of this State, or of any county, city, or 
city and county, in this State, or any person acting 
by, through, or under the authority of any such Board 
of Directors, Board of Commissioners, or other Board 
of officers, or other person as aforesaid, or any other 
officer in the State who shall be guilty of a willful 
violation of any of the provisions of the statute under 
which he or they were, or may be hereafter, elected

1. Every public school teacher, whenever he ends a school 
term, whether at the close or in the middle of a school year, must 
report to the County Superintendent. No warrant must be drawn 
in favor of any teacher except a complete and correo€ report has 
been received from sach teacher. 

2. In schools having more than on« teacher, the Principal alone 
must report; but such report must include the statisties for the 
whole school, 

3. In districts in which during the year several terms are 
taught, every report must, except the first, include the statistics of 
any previous report of a part of the same school year, and the 
last report must include all tho statistics for the entire school year, 
notwithstanding any previous report of a part of the year. Such 
final report must be in the hands of the County Superintendent on 
or before the tenth day of July. 

4. In regard to the statistics to be given on the first page of 
the report, the following instructions must be strictly followed: 
After giving the names of the month for which the report is made, 
in column 1 must be given the number of days school was kept 
open in each month; the total for the term or year is found by 
addition. The entries for columns 2 to 10 inclusive, are taken 
from the register. In columns i, 6, and 7 are to be entered, for 
each month, the number of pupils actually on the register, and 
not simply those who have reentered school, or entered school for 
the first time during that month. The total for columns 2, 3, and 
4 are found by addition. The total for column 5 must be the same 
as the total number of boys given in column 11; the total for 
column 6 must be the same as the total number of girls given in 
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column 11; the total for column 7 -is equal to the sum of the totals 
of columns 5 and 6. The total for column 8 is found as follows: 
Add the totals of columns 2 and 3, and divide the sum hy the total 
of column 1 — the quotient is the total (or rather average) of col- 
umn 8. The total (or average) for column 9 is the quotient ob- 
tained by dividing the total of column 2 by the total of column 1. 
The total or average for column 10 is found by dividing tbe total 
or average of column 9 by the total or average of column 8. In 
column 11 must be entered, for the first month, every pupil who 
entered school during that month. After the first month entries 
are only made as pupils enter for the firdt time during the school 
year. The total is found by addition. The object of column 11 
is to give the whole number of pupils who have attended public 
schools at any time — no matter how short — during the school year. 
To consider, therefore, as some teachers do who have taught in a 
school more than one year, those pupils only as <<new pupils" 
who never came to school before while said teachers were teach- 
ing, is not correct. 

5. In regard to the "general statistics" teachers must pay 
strict attention to report correctly the number of pupils for the 
different divisions of each grade. All questions asked must be 
answered in full. 

6. If a report is incomplete or incorrect, County Stfperintend- 
ents must not draw any warrant in favor of a teacher making 
such incomplete or incorrect report until such report is completed 
and corrected.

[Adoi)t6d by the State Board of Education, m accorddnoe with gubdivision one of 
section fifteen hundred and twenty-one of the Political Code, and required to be 
enforced in all public schools, according to subdivision one of section sixteen 
hundred and ninety-six of the Political Code.] 

Section 1. Teachers are reauired to be present at their respect- 
ive school-rooms, and to open tnenl for the admission of pupils, at 
fifteen minutes before the time prescribed for commencing schooli 
and to observe punctually the hours for opening and closing 
school. 

Sec. 2. Unless otherwise provided by special action of Trusteeis 
or Boards of Education, the daily school session shall commence 
at nine o'clock a. m., and close at four o'clock p. M., with an inter- 
mission at noon of one hour, from twelve M. to one o'clock p. M. 
There shall be allowed a recess of twenty minutes in the forenoon 
session— from ten forty to eleven o'clock-^and a recess of twenty 
minutes in the aflernoon session — from two forty to three o'clock. 
When boys and girls are allowed separate recesses, fifteen minutes 
shall be allowed for each repess. 

Sec 3. In graded primary schools in which the average age 
of the pupils is eight years, the daily sessions shall not exceed 
four hours a day, exclusive of the intermission at noon, and inclu- 
sive of the recesses. If such schools are opened at nine o'clock 
A. M., they shall be closed at two o'clock p. m. In ungraded 
schools all children under eight years of age shall be either dis- 
missed, after a four hours* session^ or allowed rescesses for play, of 
such length that the actual confinement in the school-room shall 
not exceed three hours and a half. 

Sec. 4. No pupil shall be detained in school during the inter- 
mission at noon, and a pupil detained at any recess shall be per- 
mitted to go out immediately thereafter. All pupils, except those 
detained for punishment, shall he required to pasb out of the school- 
rooms at recess, unless it would occasion an exposure of health. 

Sec. 5. Principals shall be held responsible for the general 
management and discipline of their schools, and the studies pur- 
sued; and the assistant teachers shall follow their directions, and 
cooperate with them, not only during school hours, but during the 
time when the pupils are on the school premises, before and aflber 
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Achool, and daring recesses. Assistants shall be held responsible 
for the studies, order, and discipline of their own rooms, under 
the general direction of the principals. 

Sec. 6. Teachers are particularly enjoined to devote their time 
faithfully to a vrgilant and watchml care over the conduct and 
habits of the pupils during the time for relaxation and play, before 
and after school, and during the recesses, both in the school build- 
ings and on the playgrounds. 

Sec. 7. It is expected that teachers will exercise a general in- 
Bt>ebtibQ'ov^r t^e cotidtct of scholars going to and retnrpiqg tfoia, 
Retool. Thejr efhall exert Aeir influence to prevent all (fa^rr^liiiig 
and disagreement, all rude and noisy behavior in the streets, all 
vulgar and profane language, all improper games, and all disre- 
spect to citizens and strangers. 

Sec. 8. Teachers shall prescribe such rules for the use of yards, 
basements^ and outbuildings, connected with the school houses, as 
shall insure their being kept in a neat and proper condition, and 
shall examine them as often as inay be necessary for such purpose. 
Teachers shall be held respoiisible for any want of neatness or clean- 
liness about their school premises. 

Sec. 9. Teachers shall give vigilant attention to the ventitatton 
and temperature of their school-rooms. At each recess the win- 
dows and doors shall be opened tbr the purpose of changing the 
atmosphere of the room. Teachers are required to exeroise 
reasonable supervision over the text books of the pupil, to inspect 
the same from time to time, and prevent their defacement or wan- 
ton destruction. 

Seo. 10. Teachers shall enter in the School Eegister, in the 
order of their application, the names of all those applying for ad- 
mission to the school after the prescribed number of pupils has 
been received. Such applicants shall be admitted to seats, when- 
ever a vacancy occurs io any class for which they have been found 
duly qualified, in the order of their registration. 

Seo. 11. Teachers are authorized to require excuses fVom the 
parents or guardians of pupils, either in person or by w;;ritten note, 
in all cases of absence or tardiness^ or of dismissal before the close 
of school. 

Seo. 12. No pupil shall be. allowed to retain connection with 
any public school, unless furnished with books, slates, and other tBten- 
silSy required to be used in the class to which he helongs; providedy 
that no pupil shall be excluded for such cause, unless the parent 
or guardian shall have been furnished by the teacher with a list 
of books or articles needed, and one week shall have elapsed .i^Pber 
such notice without the pupil's obtaining said books. Books may 
be furnished to indigent children, by the Trustees, at the expense 
of the district, whenever the teacher shall have certified in writing 
that the pupil applying is unable to purchase such books. 

Seo. 13; Any pupil who sball in any way cut or otherw;iBe in- 
jure any school house, or injure any fences, tr^es, or outbuildings 
belonging to any of the school estates, or shall write Any profane 
or obscene language, or make any obscene pictures or charaoters 
on the school premises, shall be liable to suspension, expulsioni, or 
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other punishment, according to the nature of the offense. The 
teacher may suspend a pupil temporarily for such offense, and shall 
notify the Trustees of said action. Pupils shall not be allowed to 
remain in any of the rooms that are provided with improved styles 
of furniture, except in the presence of a teacher or a monitor, 
who is made especially responsible for the care of the seats and 
desks. All damages done to school property by any of the pupils 
shall be repaired at the expense of the party committing the tres- 
pass. Within one weqk of any damage to school propert}'' teachers 
shall notify the Trustees, or bo held personally responsible. 

Sbc. 14. All pupils who go to school without proper attention 
having been given to personal cleanliness, or neatness of dress, 
shall be sent home, to be properly prepared for school, or shall be 
required to prepare themselves for the school room before enter- 
ing. Every school-room shall be provided with a wash basin, soap, 
and towels. 

Sec. 15. No pupils affected with any contagious disease shall be 
allowed to remain in any of the public schools. 

Sec. 16. The books used, and the studies pursued shall be such^ 
and such only^ as may be authorized by the State Board of Educa- 
tion; and no teacher shall require or advise any of the pupils to 
purchase for use in the schools any book not contained in the list 
of books directed and authorized to be used in the schools. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the teachers of the schools to 
read to the pupils, from time to time, so much of the school regu- 
lations as apply to them, that they may have a clear understand- 
ing of the rules by which they are governed. 

Sec. 18. In all primary schools, exercises in free caVisthenics 
and vocal and breathing exercises shall be given at least twice a day, 
and for a time not less than from three to five minutes for each 
exercise. 

Sec. 19. The following supplies shall be provided by the Dis- 
trict Clerk, under the provisions of section one thousand six 
hundred and fifty-one of the Political Code, on the written requisi- 
tion of the teacher, viz: clocks, brooms, dusting brushes, wash 
basins, water buckets, tin cups, dust pans, matches, ink, ink bottles, 
pens, pen holders, pencils, crayon chalk, writing and drawing 
paper, hand bells, coal buckets or wood boxes, shovels, pokers, 
soap, towels, thermometers, door mats, and scrapers. 

Seo. 20. Trustees are required to employ a suitable person to 
sweep and take care of the school house, and they shall make 
suitable provision for supplying the school with water. 

Seo. 21. It shall be the duty of teachers to report to the County 
Superintendent the books used in their schools, together with the 
number of pupils in the several divisions of each grade. This 
report must be made at the beginning and close of each school 
session or year. 

Sbo. 22. The District Clerk, at the close of each term of school, 
or whenever a teacher is discharged, shall certify on the back of 
the order for the last month's salary that the State School Segister 
has been properly kept.

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BIJLES FOR PUPILS. 

1. Every pupil is expected to attend school punctually and 
regularly; to conform to the regulations of the school, and to 
obey promptly all the directions of the teacher; to observe good 
order and propriety of deportment; to be diligent in study, re- 
spectful to teachers, and kind and obliging to schoolmates; to 
refrain entirely from the use of profane and vulgar language, and 
to be clean and neat in person and clothing. 

2. Pupils are required in all cases of absence to bring, on their 
return lo school, an excuse In writing from their parents or guard- 
ians, assigning good and sufficient reasons for such absence. 

3. All pupils who have fallen behind their grade, by absence or 
irregularity gf attendance, by indolence or inattention, shall be 
placed in the grade below, at the discretion of the teacher. 

4. No pupil shall be permitted to leave school at recess, or at 
any other time before the regular hour for closing school, except 
in case of sickness, or on written request of parent or guardian. 

5. Any scholar who shall be absent one week without giving 
notice to the teacher, shall lose all claim to his particular desk for 
the remainder of the term, and shall not be considered a member 
of the school. 

6. Each scholar shall have a particular desk, and shall keep 
the same and the floor beneath in a neat and orderly condition. 



mSTEUCTIONS TO TEACHERS. 

1. Teachers will endeavor to make themselves acquainted with 
parents and guardians, in order to secure their aid and cooperation, 
and to better understand the temperaments, characteristics, and 
wants of the children. 

2. Teachers shall daily examine the lessons of their various 
classes, and make such special preparation upon them, if neces- 
sary, as not to be constantly confined to the text book, and 
instruct all their pupils, without partiality, in those branches of 
school studies which their various classes may be pursuing. In 
all their intercourse with their scholars they are required to strive 
to impress on their minds, both by precepts and example, the 
great importance of continued efforts for improvement in morals, 
and manners, and deportment, as well as in useful learning. 

3. Teachers should explain each new lesson assigned, if neces- 
sary, by familiar remarks and illustrations, that every pupil may 
know before he is sent to his seat what he is expected to do at the 
next recitation, and how it is to be done. 

4. Teachers should only use the text book for occasional refer- 
ence, and should not permit it to be taken to the recitation to bo 
referred to by the pupils, except in cases of such exercises as abso- 
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lutely require it. They should assign many questions of their own 
preparing, involving an application of what the pupils have learned 
to the business of life. 

5. Teachers should endeavor to arouse and fix the attention of 
the whole class, and to occupy and bring into action as many of 
the faculties of their pupils as possible. They should never pro- 
ceed with the recitation without the attention of the whole class, 
nor go round the class with recitation always in the same order or 
in regular rotation. 

6. Teachers should at all times exhibit proper animation them- 
selves, manifesting a lively interest in the subject taught; avoid all 
heavy, plodding movements, all formal routine in teaching, lest the 
pupil be dull and drowsy, and imbibe the notion that he studies 
only to recite. 



EULES FOR DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 

1. The Librarian appointed by the Trustees shall properly label 
and number each book in the district library, and keep a catalogue 
of the same, showing the title and number of each book. 

2. The library shall be open for drawing and returning books 

there insert such time as may be determined by the Trustees and 
jibrarian.] 

3. Every child attending school shall be entitled to the privi- 
leges of the library; but when the number of books is insufficient 
to supply all the pupils, the Librarian shall determine the manner 
in which books may be drawn. 

4. No person shall be entitled to two books from the library at 
the same time, and no family shall draw more than one book while 
other families wishing books remain unsupplied. 

5. No person shall loan a library book to any one out of his 
own house, under a penalty of fifty cents for each oflfense. 

6. No person shall retain a book from the library more than 
two weeks, under a penalty of ten cents for each day ho may so 
retain it; and no person may draw the same book a second time 
while any other person wishes to draw it. 

7. Any person losing or destroying a library book shall pay 
the cost of such book and a fine of fifty cents; and any person 
injuring a book by marking, tearing, or unnecessarily soiling it, 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than'ten cents nor more than 
the cost of the book, to be determined by the Librarian. 

8. Any person refusing or neglecting to pay any penalty or 
fine, shall not be allowed to draw any book from the library. 

9. The Lijbrarian shall report to the Trustees, quarterly, the 
amount of fines imposed and collected, and the amount received 
for membership dues; and all moneys accruing from these sources 
shall be expended for the purchase or repair of books. 

10. Any person, other than pupils attending, resident in the 
school district, may become entitled to the privileges of the school 
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library by the payment of an admission fee of one dollar, and a 
monthly membership of twenty-five cents. . 

11. Any person resident in the district, who shall pay to the 
Trustees the snm of ten dollars, shall be entitled to a life member- 
ship privilege of the library. 

12. The Librarian shall report, annually, to the District Clerk, 
on or before the tenth day of July, the number and condition of 
books in the library, the number and titles of books received by 
donation, the number and titles of books purchased, the amount 
of State School Library Fund expended, and the amount derived 
f^om fines and membership fees.

FOURTH DIVISION, 

Beading, taught from McGuflfey's Primary Charts (or Willson's 
Charts, where they are already in the school), and from McGuflfey's 
First Eeader, to page 32. Word Method to be used exclusively, 
according to instructions given in Calkins' Object Lessons, page 288, 
et seq. From the very first, the proper phrasing of sentences to 
be attended to, and correct modulations of the voice to be culti- 
vated. Phonic elements of words to be derived by analysis; the 
letters representing those elements to be pointed out and learned, 
and finally combined into new words. Punctuation marks, inflec- 
tion marks, as far as they occur in the reading lessons. 

Spelling, — A few words to be first learned by the word naethod, 
then the letters composing those words to be pointed out and 
learned. Words spelled as learned; printing the words of lessons 
at dictation. The minimum requirement is the ability to spell 
orally, or print at dictation, any word occurring in the reading 
lessons. 

Printing letters and words as learned, on slate and blackboard 
(using a long pencil on the slate, that the pupil may hold it in the 
manner of a pen). Printing words at dictation. 

Arithmetic. — Clear and ready perceptions of numbers, from one 
to ten, to be developed with use of objects, and at every successive 
step all possible additions, subtractions, multiplications, and divi- 
sions of integral numbers to be learned within each limit as it is 
reached. 

Object Lessons, — First two weeks :" JPorm, Calkins' Object Lessons, 
page 49 to 59. Second two weeks: Color, ibid., page 112 to 118. 
Third two weeks: Size and Weight, ibid,, page 160 to 164, page 
176 to 178. Fourth two weeks: Sounds, ibid,, page 183 to 188. 
Fifth two weeks: Place, ibid., page 245 to 246. Eeview. The 
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rest of the session or term, Lessons on Human Body, alternating 
"with Lessons on Objects, Calkins' Object Lessons, page 298, et seq.^ 
and Sheldon's Lessons on Objects, page 20 to 46. Parts, names, and 
number of parts. 

Language, — The pupil to be required to answer and speak in 
complete sentences. Spontaneous expression of the pupil's 
thoughts to be encouraged. Systematic correction of common 
faults in the use of language to be commenced in this, and con- 
tinued through all succeeding divisions. 

THIRD DIVISION. 

Heading. — McGuflfey's Charts and First Eeader completed. Con- 
tinued drill upon the phonic elements of words; phonic spelling of 
all words used in the Eeader. Silen^ letters, long and short vow- 
els, their marking. Punctuation marks, and inflection marks, as 
they occur in reading lessons. 

Spelling, oral, written, and phonic of all words, occurring in the 
reading lessons. The minimum requirement is the ability to spell 
orally, or write at dictation any word occurring in the reading 
lessons. 

Arithmetic, — Exercises, mental and written, in addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplication, and division of numbers from ten to twenty- 
five, in continuation of the work laid down for the preceding 
division. Clear and ready perception of numbers, from ten to one 
hundred, to be developed with use of objects. 

The child having obtained clear perceptions of numeration of 
tens, the same work must be performed upon them, which, in the 
preceding division, was performed upon units, but with this differ- 
ence: that while tens are to be added to tens, or subtracted from 
tens, they are to be multiplied or divided by no number exceeding 
nine. 

Writing, reading lessons on slate and blackboard. Minimum 
requirement to write at dictation any word or paragraph of read- 
ing lesson. Capitals and small letters. 

Object Lessons. — First two weeks: Form, Calkins' Object Lessons, 
page 60 to 74, excepting Lesson VI. Second two weeks: Color, 
ibid., page 118 to 134. Third two weeks: Size and Weight, ibid,, 
page 165 to 173, 179 to 181. After this, lessons on objects, alter- 
nating with lessons on animals and plants. Names, position, and 
uses of parts. 

Composition. — At first merely imitative. Copying words and 
sentences printed on the blackboard by the teacher. Use of period 
at end of every sentence, and use of capital in first word'of every 
sentence. The children are to be encouraged to write sentences 
of their own as soon as the number of words learned will permit. 
Just as soon as a few names of objects, a few words expressive of 
quality, and a few words of action are learned, so that they can 
be read and written, let such objects be exhibited and such actions 
performed in the presence of the child as shall require, in descrip- 
tion or narration, the use of the words learned. Great card must 
be taken not to make these exercises so difficult as to discourage 
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the children. Spontaneous efforts, even the rudest, should be 
freely praised. 

Geography. — Special local geography. Part of object lessons. 

SECOND DIVISION. 

Reading. — McGuffey's Second Eeader begun and completed. 
Phonic exercises as given in Eeader. Words and consonants; 
their marking. Punctuation marks finished. Abbreviations as 
they occur in reading lessons. Distinction between Eoman letters 
and italics; words and syllables; prose and poetry. 

Spelling. — AH words occurring in reading lessons to be spelled 
by sound, and by letter orally and in writing. Minimum require- 
ment to spell orall}'' or write at dictation any word or paragraph 
of the reading lessons. The pitipils should be able to spell and to 
write the names of the days of the week, and, as they occur, the 
months of the year. 

Writing. — Eeading lessons on slate and blackboard. Elements 
and principles of letters from Payson, Dunton & Scribner's Charts, 
or from instructions from the copy-book covers, or from P., D. & 
S.'s Manual. 

Arithmetic. — Exercises in notation and numeration to 1,000. Ex- 
ercises, mental and written, in addition, subtraction, multiplication, 
and division of numbers within one hundred, the sum or product 
in no case to exceed 100. In addition, subtraction, and multiplica- 
tion, the units to be added, subtracted, or multiplied first, then the 
tens; principles of carrying forward and borrowing illustrated. 
In division, the tens to be divided first, then the units. Multiplier 
and divisor not to exceed nine. Same operations to be performed 
upon lOO's as performed in preceding division upon units and tens. 
Ideas of vulgar fractions to be developed, notation of same to be 
taught to ninths. Same operations upon these fractions as upon 
the numbers from 1 to 10 in the fourth division of this grade. 
Eoman numerals to C. Eobinson's Progressive Primary Arith- 
metic to page 42, at option of teacher. 

Object Lessons. — Lessons on harmony of colors, etc. See Will- 
son's Manual^ page 92, et seq., and Calkins' Object Lessons, page 105 
to 111. Lessons on Form, Calkins', page 74 to 93, and Lesson VI, 
page 66. Lessons on objects continued. Lessons on animals and 
plants. Description of parts. 

Composition.- — Writing sentences containing given words. Pupils 
to describe the pictures in their Eeader, and to be encouraged to 
tell what they show. Short descriptions derived from these pic- 
tures and from object lessons. Accounts of things done. Every 
child in this division should bo able to write his own name, the 
name of his teacher, and of the nearest Post Office. Systematic 
exercise in the use of have, do, be, see, and in correction of common 
faults in the use of the same. The work of the term or year 
should make the pupil acquainted with the use of the capitals for 
the pronoun I, and in the beginning of sentences, in the names of 
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persons, days of the week, the month; also, the use of the period 
and the interrogation mark.

Series. Instructions on the copy-book cover, and in Payson, Dun- 
ton & Scribner*s Manual^ to be followed strictly. 

Arithmetic. — Numeration and notation to millions. Exercises in 
addition and subtraction. Multiplication and division of numbers 
to 1,000,000, multiplier and divisor not to exceed 9. Eeduction of 
mixed numbers to improper fractions, and the contrary. Division 
of fractions having 1 for numerator by whole numbers (divisor 
not to exceed 9) illustrated objectively. Eoman numerals finished. 
Eobinson's Progressive Primary Arithmetic finished, at option of 
teacher. 

Object Lessons. — Lessons on animals and plants. Characters of 
families. 

Composition. — Writing sentences containing words selected from 
reading lessons. Descriptions derived from object lessons and pic- 
tures. Narration of actions performed by the teacher and by the 
pupils under the direction of the teacher. Punctuation marks as 
needed.

Section 1. 

1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be vested Legislative 
in a Congress of the United States, which shall consist SSwosa. 
of a Senate and House of Eepresentatives. 

Section 2. 

1. The House of Eepresentatives shall be composed of House of 
members chosen every second year by the people of the S.tFvaT'*" 
several Statc;^, and the electors in each State shall have 

the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numer- 
ous branch of the State Legislature. 

2. No person shall be a Eepresentative who shall not 
have attained the age of twenty-five years, and been 
seven years a citizen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State in 
which he shall be chosen. 

3. Eepresentatives and direct taxes shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States which may be included 
within this Union, according to their respective numbers, 
which shall be determined by adding to the whole num- 
ber of free persons, including those bound to service for 
a term of years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three 
fifths of all other persons. The actual enumeration shall 
be made within three years after the first meeting of the 
Congress of the United States, and within every subse- 
quent term of ten years, in such manner as they shall by 
law direct. The number of Eepresentatives shall not 
exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each State' 
shall have at least one Eepresentative; and until such 
enumeration shall be made, the State of New Hampshire 
shall be entitled to choose thr^e, Massachusetts eight, 
Ehode Island and Providence Plantations one, Connec- 
ticut ^ve, New York six. New Jersey four, Pennsylvania 
eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten. North 
Carolina five, South Carolina ^ve, and Georgia three. 

4. When vacancies happen in the representation from 
any State, the executive authority thereof shall issue 
writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

5. The House of Eepresentatives shall choose their 
Speaker and other officers, and shall have the sole power 
of impeachment. 
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Section 3. 

Senate. 1. The Senate of the TTnited States shall be composed 

of two Senators from each State, chosen by the Legisla- 
ture thereof, for six years, and each Senator shall have 
one vote. 

2. Immediately after they shall be assembled in con- 
sequence of the first election, they shall be divided as 
equally as may be into three classes. The seats of the 
Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expira- 
tion of the second year, of the second class at the ex- 
piration of the fourth year, and of the third class at the 
expiration of the sixth year, so that one third may be 
chosen every second year; and if vacancies happen, by 
resignation or otherwise, during the recess of the Legis- 
lature of any State, the Executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments until the next meeting of the 
Legislature, which shall then^fiU such vacancies. 

3. No person shall be a Senator who sh&U not have 
attained the age of thirty years, and been nine years a 
citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of the State for which he shall 
be chosen. 

4. The Yice President of the United States shall be 
President of the Senate, but shall have no voice unless 
they shall be equally divided. 

5. The Senate shall choose their other officers and 
have a President pro tempore, in the absence of the Vice 
President, or when he shall exercise the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

6. The Senate shall have the sole power to try all 
impeachments; when sitting for that purpose, they shall 
be on oath or affirmation. When the President of the 
United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall preside; 
and no person shall be convicted without the concur- 
rence of two thirds of the members present. 

7. Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend 
further than to removal from office and disqualification 
to hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust, or profit 
under the United States; but the party convicted shall, 
nevertheless, be liable and subject to indictment, trial, 
judgment, and punishment according to law. 



Section 4. 

CongreBs. 1. The times, places, and manner of holding elections 
for Senators and Eepresentatives shall be prescribed in 
each State by the legislature thereof ; but the Congress 
may at any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, 
except as to the places of choosing Senators. 
2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every 
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year, and each meeting shall be on the first Monday 
in December, unless they shall, by law, appoint a differ- 
ent day. 

Section 5, 

1. 'Eath House shall be the judge of the elections. Powers of 
returns, and qualifications of its own members, and a cwa^reMf 
majority of each shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness ^ but a smaller number may adjourn from day to 

day, and may be authorized to compel the attendance of 
absent members, in such manner and under such penal- 
ties as each House may provide. 

2. Each House may determine the rules of its pro- 
ceedings, punish its members for disorderly behavior, and 
with the concurrence of two thirds, expel a member. 

3. Each House shall keep a Journal of its proceed- 
ings, and from time to time publish the same, excepting 
such parts as may, in their judgment, require secrecy; 

'and the yeas and nays of th^ members of either House, 
on any question, shall, at the desire of one fifth of those 
present, be entered on the Journal. 

4. Neither House, during the session of Congress, 
shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in 
which the two Houses shall be sitting. 

Section 6. 

1. The Senators and Eepresentatives shall receive a Compensa- 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by ^uSe?*^ 
law and paid out of the Treasury of the United States, members. 
They shall, in all cases except treason, felony, and 
breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during 

their attendance at the session of their respective Houses, 
and in going to and returning from the same; and for 
any speech or debate, in either House, they shall not be 
questioned in any other place. 

2. No Senator or Eepresentative shall, during the time 
for which he was elected, be appointed to any civil office 
under the authority of the United States, which shall 
have been created, or the emoluments whereof shall have 
been increased during such time; and no person holding 
any office under the United States shall be a member of 
either House during his continuance in office. 

Section 7, 

1. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the Enactment 
House of Eepresentatives, but the Senate may propose ^^ ^^^^ 
or concur with amendments as on other bills.

2. Every bill 'wbicb nhill hare passed tbe House of 
Eepresentatives and tbe Senate, shall, before it become a 
law, be presented to tbe President of tbe United States; 
if be approve be shall sign it, but if not he shall return 
it, with his objections, to that House in which it shall 
have originated, whi) shall enter the objections' at large 
on their Journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If^ after 
such reconsideration, two thirds of that House shall 
agree to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with tbe 
objections, to the other House, by which it shall like- 
wise be reconsidered, and if approved by two thirds of 
that House, it shall become a law. But in all such cases 
tbe votes of both Houses shall be determined by yeas 
and nays, and the names of tbe persons voting for and 
against tbe bill shall be entered on the Journal of each 
House respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by 
the President within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it 
shall have been presented to him, the same shall be a 
law, in like manner as if be had signed it, unless the Con- 
gress, by their adjournment, prevent its return, in which 
case it shall not be a law. 

3. Every order, resolution, or vote, to which ibe con- 
currence of the Senate and the House of Eepresentatives 
may be necessary (except on a question of adjournment), 
shall be presented to.the President of tbe United States; 
And, before the same shall take eifect, shall be approved 
by him, or being disapproved by him, shall be re-passed 
by two thirds of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the 
ease of a bill.' 

Section 8. 

1. The Congress shall have power to lay and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to pay the debts and 
provide for tbe common defense and general welfare of 
the United States; but all duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United States. 

2s To borrow money on the credit of the United 
States. 

3. To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
among the several States, and with the Indian tribes. 

4. To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and 
nmiform laws on the subject of bankruptcies through- 
out the United States. 

5. To coin money, regulate tbe value thereof, and 
of foreign coins, and fix the standard of weights and 
measures. 

6. To provide for tbe punishment of counterfeiting 
the securities and current coin of the United States. 

7. To establish Post Offices and post reads. 

8. To promote the progress of science and useful arts, 
by securing, for limited times, to authors and inventors, 
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the exclusive right to their respective writings and Powers of 

9. To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme 
Court. 

10. To define and punish piracies and felonies com- 
mitted on the high seas, and offenses against the law of 
nations. 

11. To declare war, grant letters of marque and re- 
prisal, and make rules concerning captures on land and 
water. 

12. To raise and support armies, but no appropriation 
of money to that use shall be for a longer term than 
two years. 

13. To provide and maintain a navy. 

14*. To make rules for the government and regulation 
of the land and naval forces. 

15. To provide for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections, and repel 
invasions. 

16. To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining 
the militia, and for governing such part of them as may 
be employed in the service of the United States, reserv- 
ing to the States, respectively, the appointment of the 
officers, and the authority of training the militia accord- 
ing to the discipline prescribed by Congress. 

17. To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases what- 
soever, over such district (not exceeding ten miles 
square) as may, by cession of particular States, and the 
acceptance of Congress, become the seat of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and to exercise like authority 
over all places purchased by the consent of the Legisla- 
ture of the State in which the same shall be, for the 
erection of forts, magazines^ arsenals, dock-yards, and 
other needful buildings. 

18. To make all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into execution the foregoing powers, 
and all other powers vested by this Constitution in the 
Government of the United States, or in any department 
or officer thereof. 

Section 9. 

1. The migration or importation of such persons as Limitation 
any of the States now existing shall think proper to TOwewof 
admit, shall not be prohibited by the Congress prior to Coi 
the year one thousand eight hundred and eight; but a 
tax or duty may be imposed on such importation, not 
exceeding ten dollars for each person. 

2. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall 
not be suspended, unless when, in cases of rebellion or 
invasion, the public safety may require it. 

3. No bill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be 
passed. 
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4. No capitation, or other direct tax, shall he laid, 
unless in proportion to the census or enumeration herein- 
before directed to be taken. 

5. No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported 
from any State. 

6. No preference shall be given by any regulation of 
commerce or revenue to the ports of one State over those 
of another ; nor shall vessels bound to, or from, one 
State, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

7. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury, but 
in consequence of appropriations made by law; and a 
regular statement and account of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of all public money shall be published from 
time to time. 

8. No title of nobility shall be granted by the United 
States ; and no person holding any office of profit or 
trust under them, shall, without the consent of the Ck>n. 
gress, accept of any present, emolument, office, or. title, 
of any kind whatever, from any king, prince, or foreign 
State. 

Section 10. 

1. No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or 
confederation; grant letters of marque and reprisal; coin 
money ; emit bills of credit ; make anything but gold 
and silver coin a tender in payment of debts; pass any 
bill of attainder, or ex post facto law, or law impairing 
the obligation of contracts, or grant any title of nobility. 

2. No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, 
lay any imposts or duties on imports or exports, except 
what may be absolutely necessary for executing its in- 
spection ]aws ; and the net produce of all duties and 
imposts, laid by any State on imports or exports, shall 
be for the use of the Treasury of the United States; and 
all such laws shall be subject to the revision and control 
of the Congress. 

3. No State shall, without the consent of Congress; 
lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops, or ships of war, 
in time of peace, enter into any agreement \>r compact 
with another State, or with a foreign power, or engage 
in war, unless actually invaded, or in such imminent 
danger as will not admit of delay.

Section 1. 

1. The executive power shall be vested in a President Powers of 
of the United States of America. He shall hold his ^«c»ti^«- 
office during the term of four years, and, together with 

the Vice President, chosen for the same term, be elected 
as follows: 

2. Each State shall appoint, in such manner as the 
Legislature thereof may direct, a number of Electors 
equal to the whole number of Senators and Eepresenta- 
tives to which the State may be entitled in the Congress; 
but no Senator or Eepresentative, or person holding an 
office of trust or profit under the United States, shall be 
appointed an Elector. 

3. The Electors shall meet in their respective States, 
and vote by ballot for two persons, of whom one at least 
shall not be an inhabitant of the same State with them- 
selves. And they shall make a list of all the persons 
voted for, and of the number of votes for each; which 
list they shall sign and certify, and transmit sealed to the 
seat of the Government of the United States, directed to 
the President of the Senate. The President of the Senate 
shall, in the presence of the Senate and House of Eepre- 
sentatives, open all the certificates, and the votes shall 
then be counted. The person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be the President, if such number be a 
majority of the whole number of Electors appointed; and 
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Powers of if there be more than one who have such majority, and 
^^ ^^' have an equal number of votes, then the House of Rep- 
resentatives shall immediately choose by ballot one of 
them for President; and if no person have a majority, 
then from the five highest on the list the said House 
shall, in like manner, choose the President. But, in 
choosing the President, the vote shall be taken by States, 
the representation from each State having one vote; a 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two thirds of the States, and a majority 
of all the States shall be necessary to a choice. In every 
case, after the choice of the President, the person having 
the greatest number of votes of the Electors shall be the 
Vice President. ^ But if there should remain two or more 
who have equal votes, the Senate shall choose from them 
by ballot the Vice President. (^) 

4. The Congress may determine the time of choosing 
the Electors, and the day on which they shall give their 
votes; which day shall be the same throughout the 
United States. 

5. No person except a natural-born citizen, or a citizen 
of the United States at the time of the adoption of this 
Constitution, shall be eligible to the office of President; 
neither shall any person be eligible to that office who 
shall not have attained the age of thirty-five years, and 
been fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

6. In case of the removal of the President from office, 
or x>f his death, resignation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, the same shall de- 
volve on the Vice President, and the Congress may, by 
law, provide for the case of removal, death, resignation, 
or inability, both of the President and Vice President, 
declaring what officer shall then act as President, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, until the disability be 
removed, or a President shall be elected. 

* 7. The President shall, at stated times, receive for his 

services a compensation, which shall neither bo increased 
nor diminished during the period for which he shall 
have been elected, and he shall not receive within that 
period any other emolument from the United States or 
any of them. 

8. Before he enters on the execution of his office, he 
shall take the following oath or affirmation: "I do sol- 
emnly swear (or affirm^ that I will faithfully execute the 
office of President of the United States, and will, to the 
best of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States."

The legislative power of this State shall 
be vested In a Senate and Assembly, which shall be des- 
ignated the Legislature of the State of California, and 
the enacting clause of every law shall be as follows: 
" The People of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows." 

Sec. 2. The sessions ot* the Legislature shall be bien- 
nial, and shall commence on the first Monday of Decem- 
ber next ensuing the election of its members, unless the 
Governor of the State shall, in the interim, convene the 
Legislature by proclamation. No session shall continue 
longer than one hundred and twenty days. 

Sec. 3. The members of the Assembly shall be chosen 
biennially, by the qualified electors of their respective 
districts, on the first Wednesday in September, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Legislature, and their term of 
ofiioe shall be two years.

No Senator or member of Assembly shall, 
during the term for which he shall have been elected, bo 
appointed to any civil office of profit under this State 
which shall have been created or the emoluments of 
which shall have been increased during such term, 
except such offices as may be filled by election by the 
people. 

Sec. 21. No person holding any lucrative office under 
the United States, or any other power, shall be eligible 
to any civil office of profit under this State; provided^ 
that officers in the militia to which there is attached no 
annual salary, oi* local officers and Postmasters, whose 
compensation does not exceed ^vq hundred dollars per 
annum, shall not be deemed lucrative. 

Sec. 22. No person who shall be convicted of the em- 
bezzlement or defalcation of the public funds of this 
State, shall ever be eligible to any office of honor, trust, 
or profit under this State; and the Legislature shall, as 
soon as practicable, pass a law providing for the punish- 
ment of such embezzlement or defalcation as a felony. 

Sec. 23. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury 
but in consequence of appropriations made by law. An 
accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the public moneys shall be attached to and published 
with the laws at every regular session of the Legisla- 
ture.

No county shall be divided in forming 
a Congressional, Senatorial, or Assembly District so as 
to attach one portion of a county to another county; but 
the Legislature may divide each county into as many 
Congressional, Senatorial, or Assembly Districts as such 
county may by apportionment be entitled to. 

Sec 31. Corporations may be formed under general 
laws, but shall not be created by special Act, except for 
municipal purposes. All general laws and special Acts 
passed pursuant to this section may be altered from time 
to time, or repealed. 

Sec. 32. Dues from corporations shall be secured by 
such individual liability of the corporators and other 
means as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec 33. The term corporations, as used in this Article, 
shall be construed to include all associations and joint 
stock companies having any of the powers or privileges 
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of corporations not possessed by individuals or partner- 
ships. And all corporations shall have the right to sue 
and shall be subject to be sued ii^all Courts, in like cases 
as natural persons. 

Sec. 34. The Legislature shall have no power to pass 
any Act granting any charter for banking purposes, but 
associations may be formed, under general laws, for the 
deposit of gold and silve^*; but no such associations shall 
make, issue, or put in circulation any bill, check, ticket, 
certificate, promissory note, or other paper, or the paper 
of any bank, to circulate as money.

In case of the impeachment of the Governor, 
or his removal from office, death, inability to discharge

Sbction 1. The jadicial power of this State shall be 
vested in a Supreme Court, in District Courts, in County 
Courts,, in Probate Courts, and in Justices of the Peace, 
and in such Eecorders' and other inferior Courts as the 
Legislature may establish in any incorporated city or 
town. 

Sec. 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief 
Justice and four Associate Justices. The presence of 
three Justices shall be necessary for the transaction of 
business, excepting such business as may be done at 
chambei*s, and the concurrence of three Justices shall be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment. 

Sec. 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court shall be 
elected by the qualitied electors of the State at special 
elections to be provided by law, at which elections no 
officer other than judicial shall be elected, except a Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction. The first election 
for Justices of the Supreme Court shall be held in the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-three. The Justices 
shall hold their offices for the term of ten years from the 
first day of January next after their election, except 
those elected at the first election, who, at their first meet- 
ing shall so classify themselves by lot that one Justice 
shall go out of office every two years.

venSoo.^'*' and Assembly shall think it necessary to revise and 
change this entire Constitution, they shall recommend 
to the electors at the next election for members of the 
Legislature to vote for or against a Convention; and if it 
shall appear that a majority of the electors voting at 
such election have voted in favor of calling a Convention, 
the Legislature shall, at its next session, provide by law 
for calling a Convention, to be holden within six months 
after the passage of such law; and such Convention shall 
consist of a number of members not less than that of 
both branches of the Legislature. The Constitution that 
may have been agreed upon and adopted by such Con- 
vention shall be submitted to the people, at a special 
election to be provided for by law, for their ratification 
or rejection. Each voter shall express his opinion by 
depositing in the ballot box sl ticket, whereon shall be 
written or printed the words " For the New Constitu- 
tion," or "Against the Ne\^ Constitution." The returns 
of such election shall, in such manner as the Convention 
shall direct, be certified to the Executive of the State, 
who shall call to his assistance the Controller, Treasurer, 
and Secretary of State, and compare the votes so certi- 
fied to him. If, by such examination, it be 'ascertained 
that a majority of the whole number of votes cast at 
such election be in favor of such new Constitution, the 
Executive of this State shall, by his proclamation, declare 
such new Constitution to be the Constitution of the State 
of California.

Pacific coast to the forty-second degree of north latitude;

Section 1. All rights, prosecutions, claims, and eon- 
tracts, as well of individuals as of bodies corporate, and 
all laws in force at the time of the adoption of this Con- 
stitution and not inconsistent therewith, until altered or 
repealed by the Legislature, shall continue as i^ the same 
had not been adopted. 

iSec. 2. The Legislature shall provide for the removal 
of all causes which may be pending when this Constitu- 
tion goes into effect, to Courts created by the same. 

Sec. 3. In order that no inconvenience may result to 
the public service from the taking effect of this Consti- 
tution, no office shall be superseded thereby nor the laws 
relative to the duties of the several officers be changed, 
until the entering into office of the new officers to be 
appointed under this Constitution. 

Sec. 4. The provisions of this Constitution concern- 
ing the term of residence necessary to enable persons to 
hold certain offices therein mentioned, shall not be held 
to apply to officers <;ho&en by the people at the first elec- 
tion, or by the Legislature at its first session. 

Sec. 5. Every citizen of California declared a legal 
voter by this Constitution, and every citizen of the 
United States a resident of this State on the day of elec- 
tion, shall be entitled to vote at the first general election 
under this Constitution, and on the question of the adop- 
tion thereof. 

Sec. 6. This Constitution shall be submitted to the 
people for their ratification or rejection at the general 
election to be held on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
November next. The Executive of the existing Govern- 
ment of California is hereby requested to issue a procla- 
mation to the people, directing the Prefects of the several 
districts, or, in case of vacancy, the Sub-Prefects or 
Senior Judge of First Instance, to cause such election to 
be held on the day aforesaid in their respective districts. 
The election shall be conducted in the manner which was 
prescribed for the election of delegates to this Conven- 
tion, except that the Prefects, Sub-Prefects, or Senior 
Judge of First Instance ordering such election in each 
district, shall have power to designate any additional 
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>^^^mber of places for opening the polls, and that in every 
^^^ace of holding the election a regular poll list shall be 
^^ept by the Judges and Inspectors of Election. It shall 
^Iso be the duty of these Judges and Inspectors of Blec- 
"tiion, on the day aforesaid, to receive the vote of the 
electors qualified to vote at such election. Each voter 
shall express his opinion by depositing in the ballot box 
a ticket, whereon shall be written or printed, " For the 
Constitution," or "Against the Constitution," or some 
such words as will distinctly convey the intention of the 
voter. These Judges and Inspectors shall also receive 
the votes for the several officers to be voted for at the 
said election, as herein provided. At the close of the Returns, 
election the Judges and Inspectors shall carefully count 
each ballot, and forthwith make duplicate returns thereof 
to the Prefect, Sub-Prefect, or Senior Judge of First In- 
stance, as the case may be, of their respective districts; 
and said Prefect, Sub-Prefect, or Senior Judge of First 
Instance shall transmit one.of the same, by the most safe 
and rapid conveyance, to the Secretary of State. Upon Canvass, 
the receipt of said returns, or on the tenth day of 
December next, if the returns be not sooner received, it 
shall be the duty of a Board of Canvassers, to consist of 
the Secretary of State, one of the Judges of the Superior 
Court, the Prefect, Judge of First Instance, and an 
Alcalde of the District of Monterey, or any three of the 
aforementioned officers, in the presence of all who shall 
choose to attend, to compare the votes given at said elec- 
tion, and to immediately publish an abstract of the 
same in one or more of the newspapers of California. 
And the Executive will also, immediately after ascertain- Prociama- 
ing that the Constitution has been ratified by the people, *^^"* 
make proclamation of the fact; and thenceforth this Con- 
stitution shall be ordained and established as the Consti- 
tution of California. 

Sec. 7. If this Constitution shall be ratified by the Transmis- 
people of California, the Executive of the existing Gov- congress, 
ernment is hereby requested, immediately after the same 
shall be ascertained, in the manner herein directed, to 
cause a fair copj' thereof to be forwarded to the President 
of the United States, in order that he may lay it before 
the Congress of the United States. 

Sec. 8. At the general election aforesaid, viz: the Election of 
thirteenth day of I^ovember next, there shall be elected officers. 
a Governor, Lieutenant Governor, members of the Legis- 
lature, and also two members of Congress. 

Sec. 9. If this Constitution shall be ratified by the Meeting of 
people of California, the Legislature shall assemble at Jjfr^f^*" 
the seat of Government on the fifteenth day of December 
next; and in order to complete the organization of that 
body the Senate shall elect a President pro tempore, until 
the Lieutenant Governor shall be installed into office. 
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Seo. 10. On the organization of the Legislature, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to lay before 
each House a copy of the abstract made by the Board of 
Canvassers, and, if called for, the original returns of elec- 
tion, in order that each House may judge of the correct- 
ness of the report of said Board of Canvassers. 

Sec. 11. The Legislature, at its first session, shall 
elect such officers as may be ordered by this Constitution 
to be elected by that body, and within four days after its 
organization, proceed to elect two Senators to the Con- 
gress of the United States. But no law passed by this 
Legislature shall take effect until signed by the Governor 
after his installation into office. 

Sec. 12. The Senators and Eepresentatives of the 
Congress of the United States elected by the Legislature 
and people of California, as herein directed, shall be fur- 
nished with certified copies of this Constitution, when 
ratified, which they shall lay before the Congress of the 
United States, requesting, in fhe name of the people of 
California, the admission of the State of California into 
the American Union. 

Sec. 13. All officers of this State, other than members 
of the Legislature, shall be installed into office on the 
fifteenth day of December next, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. 

Seo. 14. Until the Legislature shall divide the State 
into counties and Senatorial and Assembly Districts, as 
directed by this Constitution, the following shall be the 
apportionment of the two Houses of the Legislature, viz: 
The Districts of San Diego and Los Angeles shall jointly 
elect two Senators; the Districts of Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo shall jointly elect one Senator; the Dis- 
trict of Monterey, one Senator; the District of San Jose, 
one Senator; the District of San Francisco, two Senators; 
the District of Sonoma, one Senator; the District of Sac- 
ramento, four Senators; and the District of San Joaquin, 
four Senators. And the District of San Diego shall elect 
one member of the Assembly; the District of Los Angeles, 
two members of Assembly; the District of Santa Barbara, 
two members of Assembly; the District of San Luis 
Obispo, one member of Assembly; the District of Monte- 
rey, two members of Assembly; the District of San Jose, 
three members of Assembly; the District of San Fran- 
cisco, five members of Assembly; the District of Sonoma, 
two members of Assembly; the District of Sacramento, 
nine members of Assembly; and the District of San Joa- 
quin, nine members of Assembly. 

Sec 15. Until the Legislature shall otherwise direct, 
in accordance with the prcnrisions of this Constitution, 
the salary of the Governor shall be ten thousand dollars 
per annum; and the salary of the Lieutenant Governor 
shall be double the pay of a State Senator; and the pay 
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of members of the Legislatare aball be sixteen dollars 
per diem while in attenditnce, and aixteon dollars for 
every twenty miles traveled by the asaal roate fioja 
their residences to the place of holding the sesBioa of the 
Legietature, and in returning therefrom. And the Legis- 
lature shall fix the salaries of all officers other than those 
elected by the people at the first election.
